The report of the Secretary for 
Chinese Affalrs for 1939, which was 
laid on the table at the Legislative 
Councit mecting yesterday, , deals 
largely with work for, the protection 
of women and children in Hongkong. 


Three .additional’ indy inspectors 
were appointed and 
duties in August, 1939, Another lady 
Inspector was engnged at tho begin 
ning of December, 1039, to cover the 
work of inspecting «women and 
children emigrants. This post waa 
previously held by a Chinese’ male 
Officer whose services have since been | 
terminated. Another lad inspector 
is also.employed .on in erpretation 
and clerical work with the European 
‘Assistant. The remaining seven paid 
a total of 163 visits to registered 
mul-tsal and to ex-mul-tsal who have 
obtained employment 43 domestic 
servants, 


The inspectors also pald a total of 
4,873 visits to registered wards under 
the Protection of Women and Girls 
Ordinance 1938, interrogated girls 
suspected to be mul-tsal or unregis- 
tered wards; attended nt Police Court, 
and at the Secretariat for Chinese 
‘Affairs on special duty, In addition 
they regularly visited a large number 
of adopted boys voluntarily registered 
in the office of the Secretariat for 
Chinese Affalrs. 


At‘ the beginning of the year 1939 
the number of registered — mui-tsal 
was 1,102, but by the end of Decem- 
ber they ‘had been reduced to 299. 
The 803 cancellations are accounted 


for ag follows:—Marriecd 19, restored | 


fo parents or relatives 8, left Colony 
permanently 1, earning their own 
living 45; remoyed from the register 
708, remaining as member of family 


The 708 stated above to have been 
removed from the register are all girls 
whose whereabouts are unknown and 
who have probably jeft the Colony, 
been married or restored to relatives, 
All these girls are over 18 years of 
age. The names of the twenty-two 
girls remaining with, thelr former 
employers as‘ members of the family 
have been transferred to the Register 
‘of Adopted: Daughters and Wards.

Seventeen were: accompanicd by 
parents or guardians, and twenty-

Mr Joseph has been a benefactor
